Statos in its latest mandate note to 
the allied powers insists that Amer­ 
ica shall have the same right in 
mandatory territories as members 
of the league of nations,

The text of the American 
note 
has been received by the delegates 
of the allied powers attending the 
league of nations assembly meetings 
from tho 
various 
allied 
foreign 
offices. 
It is understood that the Ameri­ 
can note raise the following points: 
1— America reasserts 
that 
the 
allies must consult her before dis­ 
posing of the former German col­ 
onies. 
2—American 
insists 
that 
she 
have th© same trade rights in man­ 
date territories ag members of the 
league of nations. 
3—No mandate shall be modified 
without the consent of the United 
States. 
5—The American note meets the 
allied argument that 
the 
United 
States did not war on Turkey and 
consequently has no voice in 
the 
disposition of Turkish colonies by 
asserting that Turkey 
would 
not 
have been defeated if 
the United 
States had not fought Germany. 
5—The American note 
suggests 
that capitulations be maintained in 
Syria, Palestine and 
Mesopotamia 
until effective governments can he 
established in those countries. 
It is learned that all 
prospects 
for any real progress on disarma­ 
ment at this session have been se­ 
verely retarded by the flat refusal 
of England and France to 
"inter­ 
change full and frank information” 
regarding armament;* though pledg­ 
ed to do so in article eight of the 
league of nations covenant. 
Dr. Nansen, head of the Interna­ 
tional relief work for Russia made 
a two hour speech offering a resolu­ 
tion to refer the question of relief 
to a committee of assembly 
which 
would make an appeal to all gov­ 
ernments to issue 
credits. 
Dr. 
Nansen before coming to 
Geneva 
negotiated an agreement with the 
Moscow soviet in which the 
latter 
requested an international loan of 
$50,000,000 
to 
aid 
famine 
and 
cholera sufferers. The British have 
already refused to 
participate in 
any such international loans, assert­ 
ing that Russia is 
bankrupt 
and 
could not repay and also 
because 
the soviet did not give guarantees 
that were satisfactory to 
England 
that the food purchased with 
the 
money would not be diverted to the 
red army. 
Geneva, Sept. 9.— Unemployment

All of the 
wounded men are now in hospitals 
closely guarded. In addition eight un­ 
wounded sailors who participated in 
the pistol battle aboard 
the ship, 
which took place just before dawn 
are held for violation of the Vol­ 
stead act. 
The capture of the ship was made 
only after a bitter battle? between 
the raiders and 
the crew. 
An ar­ 
rangement had been made by two pro 
hibition agents and the 
sailors 
by 
which a portion of the drugs and 
whiskey were to be bought by the 
agents, for $14,000. 
Early this morning in a boat dimly 
lighted by a lantern, the two agents 
went out to the moorage of the King 
Alexander, climbed up the jacobus lad­ 
der and began to pay the crew fbi* 
the contraband as agreed. Close be­ 
hind the boat as it approached the 
steamer came a launch filled with 
fifteen prohibition officers. 
Hardly 
had the two aboard begun to hand 
over their money 
when 
a 
watch 
aboard the King Alexander espied 
the approaching officers. 
Immediately an attack was made 
upon the two men upon the 
ship 
while efforts to raise the ladder, to 
prevent the storming 
party 
from 
climbing aboard proved just too 
late. 
Armed with heavy irons and pistols 
the crew fought bitterly 
to 
repel 
the invaders. 
From the stern of 
the ship came flashes of fire, where 
pistols were being aimed 
at 
the 
flashes of light which disclosed the 
nresence of members of the storming 
party. 
In reply the prohibition agents 
drew their own guns and their fire 
caused the defenders to seek cover. 
Agents R eager an d Oyler, hte first 
two aboard, in the darkness, made 
their way to cover, firing, whenever 
they got a chance at the members of 
the crew. 
Fearing for their lives members of 
the crew, at once began to seek es­ 
cape from the ship. 
A lull in the firing caused prohibi- 
t ’Qn Chief Ernest Langley to inves­ 


tigate. 
Dawn coming ©n, disclosed 
five of the Greek

Search cf the ship followed and 
the whiskey and drugs were discov­ 
ered and confiscated.

GIANT TELESCOPE 
WILL BE USED TO 
SEE MARS IN 1924 


American to Establish Posi­ 
tion In Mine Shaft In 
Chile. 


The most ambitious attempt 
in 
the history of science to determine 
whether human life exists on the 
planet of Mars will be 
made 
in 
1924 under the direction of 
an 
American, Ben AU Maeafee. 
Mr. 
Macafee who now 
live8 in France 
will establish a gigantic 
telescope 
in a mine shaft at Chile to get a 
direct view of Mars when that plan­ 
et is nearest to earth in 1924. By 
scientific arrangements the planet 
Mars will be brought 
within 
five 
miles 
of earth 
theoretically 
for 
photographic purposes. 
Mr. MacAfee has written the fol­ 
lowing story of his great, epochal

—The gigantic telescope which 
I 
am planning to erect at Cbanaral, 
Chile, for the study of Mars, is no 
new invention. 
Rather it 
is 
the 
grouping of several new and original 
ideas which will make it the most 
powerful in the world. 
The revolving metal dish 
filled 
with mercury from the 
reflection 
of which photograph will be taken 
is not my invention. It is 30 years 
old. It was abandoned some 
time 
ago however. 
The metal container 
with mer­ 
cury will be fifty feet in 
diameter 
and will rest at the end of the tele­ 
scope at the foot of the mine shaft. 
It will enable us to dispense with 
glass mirror reflectors. 
At present we are only drawing 
up the plans for the telescope which 
will be built iii Chile. 
It will be 
sunk in a convenient mine 
shaft 
which was found near Charanal by 
my friend, Professor Todd. 
It is 
300 feet deep and will contain the 
barrel of 
the 
telescope. 
' When 
sheathed the diameter of the tele­ 
scope will be 50 feet wide. 
Mars will be nearer the earth in 
1924 than at any other time in IOO 
years. For several months iii that 
year Mars will be at its zenith di­ 
rectly over that part of Chile where I 
our telescope will be erected. 
While I will not attem pt to com- i 
municate with Mars, I shall 
take j 
thousands of 
photographs, 
They I 
will be snapshots with a speed of 
nine one hundredths of a second. 
With Mars at the zenith Mars will 
be reflected upon the mercury which 
in turn will reflect it into a Praxin- 
oscopo at the top. of 
the 
shaft 
which will throw it back into the 
camera faced at an angl of 45 de­ 
grees. We shall obtain 
an 
initial 
magnification of 50,000 
and 
the 
pictures will be remagnified 
upon 
another screen 50,000 times. 
The 
first picture will show Mars Kbout 
SOO miles away, theoretically and 
the second about one and one half 
miles away. 
Chanaral, Chile, was chosen 
on 
account of the wonderfully 
clear 
atmosphere. 
The ground is covered 
with a nitrate soil and is void of all 
vegetation. Another reason was that 
Mars will be directly over that spot 
several times.

English rule.” The taxation of Ulster to pay England, which he 
estimated at £10 per head, he asserted, was sufficient to bring 
the Ulsterites into a united Ireland, but if it did not the linAs df 
custom houses would. 
Would the six counties, he asked, deprive themselves of the 
advantage of economic association with new Ireland and accept 
the status of an English shire and pay six shillings income tax 
while the rest of Ireland paid one shilling or less? 
“We can afford to give them even more than justice,” he 
said. 
“We can afford to be generous. 
That is our message to 
the N orth/’ 
The existing religious intolerance, he further asserted, was 
a product of the English policy. The Orangemen had been used 
as a tool to prevent what was inevitable. 
The moment was near, declared Mr. Collins, when they would 
be no longer useful, and, standing in the way of an agreement es­ 
sential to British interests, would be thrown over. 
Irish freedom 
was coming and nobody could stop it, and, with freedom, an era 
of prosperity, development and growing industries. 
It was obvious from Mr, Lloyd George’s letters, he declared, 
that the Northern Parliament was being used as an excuse to 
keep the North and South assunder, but the Orangemen, who 
had been used as tools, might find that they stood in the way of 
an agreement, which was in England’s interest, and then they, 
would bf thrown aside. 
“Freedom for Ireland is coming; nobody can stop it,” he 
exclaimed. 
“Is Ulster, with her tottering Parliament, going to 
stay out? 
Owen 0. Duffy. Chief Liaison Officer for the Northern Dis­ 
trict, in dealing with Ulster, was more emphatic than his chief. 
“If Ulster fails to come into united Ireland,” he declared, j 
“we will tighten the boycott. 
If that is not successful we will 
bring lead against them. 
Ulster cannot remain a bridgehead 
against the advance of the nation.”
